In  the  opening  game  of  the  season  the  Braves  scored  three 
touchdowns  in  the  second  half  to  defeat  the  Tabor  City  Red  Yams  26-6 
at  the  college  field  in  Pembroke  Saturday  afternoon,  October  1. 

The  Braves  led  at  the  half  6-0  by  virtue  of  a  second  quarter  touchdown 
on  a  6-yard  line  plunge  by  Fullback  Moland  Strickland.  The  Red  Yams 
scored  on  a  24-yard  pass  from  Dave  Hooks  to  Orben  Fowler  in  the  third.
